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SS RAR Aving received the Votes of both Hou 
SING; ſes, dared the 22. 0f Semember, concer 
wa ning the diſpoſing of the 'Kings Perſon 
JS as both Houſcs of Parlament thillthink: 
SHR ey fic. Althongh we judge.(as in charity 
SILI SRI weought) that it isnot the meaning and: 
intention of the Honourable Houſes, to clatme or atfurne: 
rothemſelves the whole and {ole power to diſpoſe of his 
Maje%tes Perſon ; Which is knovrn to be a matter, as of 
high, ſo of common and equail:concernment to both 
Kingdoms : Yer leſt by our filence the right and intereſt 
of the Kingdom of Scotlanz (ſhould be prejudiced ; and leſt 
that ſenſe ofthoſe Votes, which many have apprehended 
and expreſſed, ſhould miniſter occaſionof mil-underſtan- 
ding and difference between the Kingdoms, according to 
the deſires and hopes of our common enemies; We have 
judged it neceſſary, with that freedom, candor,and plain- 
nefle which becometh Brethren,to repreſent ourthoughts 
concerning this great bulineſle, to both Houſes. 

We do acknowledge, that as Poſitively the Houſes of 
Parliament haveas much power in diſpoſing of the Kings 
Perſonas any one Parliament hath or can have,to diſpoſe 
of a King who hath more free Kingdoms then one , So 
Neegatively none ought or may diſpoſe of his Majeſties 
Perſon, without, or againſt their conſent. The like we 
ſuppoſe, will be murually acknowledged in reference to 
the Parliament of Scotland, It being a fundamentall Right 
and Liberty of cither-Kingdom , That none can juſtly 
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( withont their own conſent ) impede or reftrain the Per- 
ſon of their, King from coming amongſt them, and.doing 
the duties ofa King unto them : And in both theſe Senſes 
we acquieſce inthe Vote of the Honourable Houſes. 

Bur if the Vote ſhould be meant or madeiuſc of as re- 
ſtricive to the Parliament of Exgland,' andexcluſtve of 
the Parliament of Scotland, Oras if thetwo Houles were 
to diſpoſe of the Perſon of the King , by their ſingle and 
fole authority , without the conſent and+confurrence of 
theKingdom of Scotland, We truſt this ſenſe isas far from 
the thoughts of both Houſes, as it is from juſtice and 
equity : the Parliament of Scotland having vas much inte- 
reſt in the Perſon of rhe King of Scotland, as the Parlia- 
ment of England hath.in the Perſon of the King of Fnz- 
land ; and the Perſon being but one, both Kingdoms muſt 
needs ſhare equally in that joynt intereſt. Neither hath 
the Parliament of England any more power to diſpoſe of, 
the perſon of this King of Scotland being in England, then 
the Parliament of Scotland hath ro diſpoſe of the Perſon 
of this King of England if he were in Scotland: Andas 
the Parliament of Ezgland might juftly conceive their in- 
rereſt and power to be greatly prejudiced , if the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland ſhould claim the fole power to diſpole of 
His Majeſties Perſon being in Scotiand (and conſequently 
if they ſhall ſo think fit to reſtrain his Perſon from com- 
512 to nts Houſes of Parliament when the neceſlary affairs 
of this Kingdom require his preſence ) So we cannot but 
in juſtice expect to be dealt with by the Honourable 
Houtes, as they would have us in like caſes to deal with 
them. 
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Although what we have now expreſſed might be ſuf- 
ficient, as to our ſenſe. gf the-Vore ; Yer it {hall not be 
ſuper-

fuperfluous but very expedient , that we further clear our. 
ſelves and our reall intentions, in that which we farſt of-- 
tered tn our Paper of the 11..o0f Auguſt, ;Concerning a 
joynt conſultation and reſolution of both Kingdoms, 
what 15 next to be donein reference tothe King. Which 
motion we now reſume to be ſtil} inſiſted upon : For the 

e(tion 1s not, whether the Houſes of Parliament,or the 
Scots Army ſhall diſpoſe of the perſon of the King in 
England, Our Army claimeth no power to diſpoſe of 
his Majeſties Perſon. And as they could not refuſe to 
receive him when he came amongſt them , So they are: 
ready to obey and ſubmit to the joynt reſolutions of both: 
Kingdoms concerning his Majeſtic. Neither is the ques; 
ftion, which of the ewo Kingdoms ſhall truſt the other, 
with the preſent re{1dence of the Kings Perſon, till he be. 
diſpoſed of by the conſent and agreement of both. Let 
it be far from both Kingdoms , that the former mntuall 
confidence,ſhould now turnto a mutuall giffidence : And. 
let not a bleſſing from heaven be. expe&ed upon either of 
the Nations, which continueth not faithfull ro the other, 
according to the Covenant z Our confidence inthe Wil- 
dom, Juſtice, Loyaltie, and Faithfulnefle of rhe Honour- 
able Houſes is ſuch , that whenſoever the King ſhall be 
wiiling to return unto them , and they willing to receive. 
him,we ſhall not make the leaſt impediment, but give our 
cheerfull content. Leaſt of all is the queſtion concerning, 
any Priviledgeor Power of the Parliament of England, 
or any Law, Liberty, or practiſe of this Kingdom, to di{- 
pole of their King. Itis not our meaning to controvert 
what in that kinde they may do, or at any time have done 
according to their Laws ( which are beſt known to them- 
lelves) for their good and ſafety, without the leaſt —_— 
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of any dependencie upon another Kingdom. But withall 


we deſire it may be remembred , thatthis is to be tranſ- 
ferred equally't5the powerand priviledge of the Parlia- 


ment of Scotland, We do not meddle with atiy'of the' 
ſingle or proper Rights, Priviledges, or Laws of this Na- 
tion , morethen we would have our Brethren ro meddle 
with ours. Iris one thing what the Parliament of Fxe- 
{and might have done in another Caule or Warre, before 
their engagements by the Covenant and Treaties with 
the Kingdom of Scotland : .It is another thing what oughr 
ro be done after ſuch conditions and tyes impoſed by nei- 
ther Kingdom upon the other, but by both jopntly upon 
themſelves,and as mutuall Obligatiens,both to God,and 
each to other : Although we might alſo go further back 
than to the Covenant and Treaties , and plead the com- 
mon and-equall intereſt of the Kingdoms, in their com- 
mon Head and Soveraign, ever ſince they were ſo united, 
as may ſufficiently appear, even by ſome inſtances in- his 
Majeſties timewho now reigns over us. It may be re- 
membred ( as tothe intereſt of Scotland ) that when his 
Majeſtie was firſt invited and deſired to come into thar 
Kingdome to be Crowned , Ir was repreſented by the 
Lords of his Majeſties Privie Councell in Exeland, that 
the great affairs of this Kingdom could hardly difpence 
with his Majeſties. going to Scotland : And therefore 
Chat either hee might receive his Crown of Scotland by a 
Vicegerent there,orthat it might be ſent hither unto him. 
Likeas , this preſent Parliament when the King went laſt 
into Scotland , to ſettle the Peace of that Kingdome, did 
earneſtly defireand prefſe, that Hee might notgoe, bur 


_ that hee might ſtay here for the urgent affairs of this 


Kingdome. But both in the one caſe and in the other, the 
intereſt 


. _ 
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intereſt of the Kingdom of Scotland was preſerved : And 
as.it was moſt neceflary , that His Majeſtie ſhould goe 
;nto that Kingdome for receiving that Crown, ſo His 
Majeſty found it expedient to goe thither for the ſettling 
of Peace. - It may alſo be remembred ( as to the intereſt 
of England ) that the Engliſh Nobility both at the Birks 
Anno 1639, and at York 1640 ( whoſe letters to that pur- 
poſe are yet extant and to be {cen ) And this Parliament 
Anno 1641 did clatme an intereſt to fee and know our de- 
mands propoſed to the King,that neither His Majeſty nor 
themſelves might be hereby prejudiced. 

But the prefent queſtion neederh not goe ſo farre 
upon a back trade : Whatſaever the joynt intereſt of the 
Kingdomes was formerly, it is without controverſie now 
much more conjoyned. And unlefle we lay afide the Co- 
venant , Treaties, Decleration of both Kingdomes , and 
three years conjunction in this werre ,. Neither the one 
Kingdome nor the other , muft now look back what they 
might have done ſingly before fuch a ſtric Union ; but 
look forward, what is fitteſt to be done by both joyntly 
tor the common good of both,andfor the ends of the Co- 
venant,w hich both are oblieged joyntly to proſecureand 
promotes. Sothat the true and proper queſtion in this 
cornjuncture of affairs , is , whether both Kingdoms have 
not a joyrit and common intereſt, in diſpoſing ofthe King 
ot both,for the good of both, and that His Majeſties Per- 
ſon ought not to be diſpoſed of by either Kingdome fin- 
oly. Much might be ſaid for this joynt way,and againſt 2 
divided way, from the'nature of all affociations, and rhe 
common rules of equity obſerved between perſons, focie- 
ties, or nmions , which have a joynt interc{t in the ſame 
Perſon, Parent , Maſter, Servant , Or inthe famething,, 
inheritance, 


» 


mheritance , lands , houſe, ſtock , or the like. In which 
caſes., one of the parties aſfociated , may not without the 
conſent of the other ,' diſpoſe of thac which is common, 
eſpecially if it be a common Perſon,and leaſt of all if it be 
a Perſon of chiefeſt eminency or concernment : For al- 
though a common thing may be divided, and to each 
party: his proper ſhare aſſigned, yet one individuall 
Perſon doth not admit of a partition, and ſo requireth rhe 
reater Union and conjunRion of Councels in the diſpo- 
ful of it. And as reaſons may be drawn from the nature 
of all aſſociations ; ſo eſpecially from the nature of ours 
m the ſolemn League and Covenant,the Title, Narrative, 
Articles and concluſion of it , do all along linke together 
the intereſt of the Kingdomes , in this common cauſe ſo. 
much concerning the glory of God, their own ſafety U- 
nion and Peace, and the honour and happinefle of the 
King and his poſterity;which ends of the Covenant, both 
Parliaments aſwell as other Subjects of both Kingdoms, 
have obliegedthemſelves joyntly and mutually to pro- 
more,according to their power, andto continue zealouſly 
and conſtantly therein all the dayes of their lives, againſt 
all oppoſition ; And to aſſiſt and defend all thoſe that en- 
rer into this League and Coyenant in the maintaining and 
purſuing thereof,and never ſufferthemſelves to be divided 
direQly or indiretly from this bleſſed Union and con- 
junRion. So that the ends of the Covenant (upon which 
the diſpoſall of the _ muſt needs have a ſtrong influ- 
ence.) are not to be proſecuted by the two Kingdomes,as 
by two diſtin bodies ating ſingly , but they were united 
by ſolemn Covenant made to Almighty God and by League each 
to other ,as one intire body to proſecute this cauſe, Which was 
the expreſſion uſed by the honourable Houſes in their 


Declara- 


AS) 
Declaration of the 5 of Auguſt 1645 , to the Loris States 
 Generall ofthe United Proyinces of the Low. Countrys. 
In which Declaration this notable inſtance was given, 
which deſerveth aljoto be remembred, That by the Ca- 
venant both Houſes of Parligmentand many thouſands 
of other. His Majeltigs Subjects: of England and Treland, 
ſtand boundaſiyell as. wee , to hinder thc ſetting.up of the 
"Church government” by Biſhaps in.the Kingdome of 
Scotland , And that wee aſwell as they. ſtarid boukd tro en- 
deavour theextirpation thereof in Enzland and Treland. 
And as by the Covenant, the King Jopes arc faſt linked 
together inthe whole proſecution of this caule; ſo parti- 
cularly both are oblieged roendeavour mutually to pre- 
ſerve and defend the Kings Majeſties Perſon and Authg- 
tity ,in the preſervation and defence ofche true Religion, 
and liberties of the Kingdomes,T hat r12 world may bear 
'witnefſe with our conſciences_of -our-loyalty , And thar 
we havenothoughts or interitions to diminiſh His Maje- 
ſties juſt power and greatnelle, *_

_. From the Treaty the |; amg.thing doth further appeare, 
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ſhould nor be done without the mutuall advice and con- 


ſent of both, Bur, if intended for the Peace and ſecurity 


of this Kingdome within it ſelf ſingly , this were to ſettle 


the Peace of the one Kingdome, not only without the 


councell and conſent, but before the ſerlement of the 
other, and ſo the more inconſiſtent with the plain ſcope 


of that Article. Moreover by the 9th. Article '6f the ſame 


Treaty, all matters of difference ariſing between the 
SubjeRs of the two Nations, are to be reſolved and de- 
termined by the mutuall advice and: conſent of both, 

which hath evet been rhe uſuall way in ſuch cafes: Nei- 
ther know we any other way for healing of differences be-

The honourable Honſes in their wiidome did think ki

their Commiſſioners ſent into :Scotland., to defite their 
aſliftance and engagement in this Warre, -did invite, 


follicite and perſwade that Nation npon principles. of 


common intereſt, Andin regard the one Kingdome' can- 
not enjoy a firme and durable peace, while the other is in 
warre : Wee wete alſo putinminde of the aftedtion and 
duety which becometh brethren... And as we did upon 
theſe and the like conſiderations, eſpouſe our brethrens 
quarrell, So it cannot be offenfive that we deſire from 
them an improvement of the very fame principles: And 
thatthe ſame meaſure of the ConjunRion of intereſts be 
givento us, which was got froin'us.. Godforbid, that 
wayes of ſeparating the intereſts of the Kingdoms ſhould 
now be ſtudied, as muchas wayes of Uniting them were 
before endeavoured. We cannot but exped better things 
from our Brethren, then in their proſperity to ceſert us, 
who did engage and joyn with them in their greateſt at- 
flition ; Or to think of ſecuring their own Peace without 
us , while the troubles of our Kingdome continue. 
Wherefore, wee cannot chooſc but bbreſt by the com- 
mon good of both Kingdomes , by the conjunQtion and 
parity of intereſts, by the loveof Brethren; by Decla- 
rations of both Houſes; by former preſidents; bythe 
Treaty between the Kingdomes, by the ſolemn League 
and Covenant: yea, by the very -law- of Nations and 
rules of common equity , that there may be a conjunction 
ofthe Councells and reſolurjons of both Kingdomes , in:

Perſon and Authotity,inthe preſervation of the Religion 
and Liberties of the Kingdoms; Thereby holding forth 
to the'world , thatthe preſervation and defence of Reli- 
pion ahd-Liberties , may well confiſt'and was intendedto 
confiſt-with the preſervation of his Majeſties Perfon and 
Authority, whom therefore our Army cannot deliver, to 
bediſpofed of by any others, at pleaſure. This delivery 
were allo :iconſiſlen with that joynt, equalF,'and'com- 
mon intereſt-of 'both' Kingdoms inthe difpoſall of his 
Majeſties'Perſon , which we have-beforeaſſerfed ; And; 
were uponthe matter a paſſing from the right and.-intereſt 
of the:Kingdom of Scot/andinrthat buftneffe! Ttiwere al- 
ſo contrary to his Majeities power of reftdence-m'#fiy of 
his Kingdoms; and tothe free exerciling of 'theqduries of 
his place'and as of -perſonall government ,-ſuch as the 
hearing-artd-redrefſing'of the grievances of his SubjeQs in 
Parliament, and his concurring to the making bf Laws, 
Neither could it ſtand with the Commiſſions given tothe 
Committee of Eſtates and general Othcers ot our Army, 
or«with their Mitxary Oath , to deliver up their King 
withoutthis own conlent, 'ind without warrant from the 
Parliament of Scotland, to bediſpoled ot by:anothetNa- 
riof: Even as it-were not to be expected, that the Army 
under the command of Sir Thomas Fairfax if they were 
in: Scotland*for our affiſtance there, in the like cauſe, and 
under the like ingagewents, 'in-x recefle of the Parlizment 
of England , and without their-warrant.,- would uponthe 
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like demand deliver up £ King ( having caſt kim'eit 1n

N <An(w. It is ſufficiently known, that the Scottiſh Ar- 
mie came not into this Kingdom in the nature of Auxilia- 
ries : For when it was deſired by the Parliament of Eng- 
land that the Kingdom of Scetland.(hould ſend an Auxt- 
" liarie Army into this Kingdom, to be ſubjeR tothe dire» 
ions and reſolutions of both Rouſes , It was abſolutely 
refuſed , as may appear by the ſeverall Papers about thaxs 
purpoſe yet extant. The Kingdom of Scotland did fore» 
{ec and conſider , how prejudiciall it was to forſake their 
own Peace,and what :nfinice troubles, loſles,and unavoid- 
| bs _ able 
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able danger their engagement with the Parliament of 
England againſt ſo powertull'and preyailing an Enemy, 
would bring upon the Kingdom ot. Scotland : And as they 
regarded not the large offers, nor the threats of the other 
fide for all their proſperity ; ſo there was no offer of pay 
or other worldly advantage whatſoever frem the Hauſes 
of Parliament, which could have induced them to under- 
rake ſo hazardous and deſperate a War. It wasthe good 
of Religion, King, and Kingdomes, they ſer beforetheir 
eyes, in order to which end, they accounted nothing too 
dear unto them : And having reſolved. to engage in this 
Cauſe for aſſiſtance of their Piven therein,they cid not 
ſtand upon conditions , But withour reſpedt to the ſeaſon 
of the yeer , the great ſtrength of che Enemy , and orher 
diſcouragements; They did ina ſhorttime leavy an; Army 
ar their own charge : And becauſe of the many burdens 
then lying uponthis Kingdom, were content for the pre- 
ſent to accept of a ſum roward the Monethly entertain- 
ment of that Army, amounting to. little more thenhalf 
'pay, and to ſuperſede all furrher recompence; till che War 
ſhould be at an end.. And ſeeing the Kingdom of Scot- 
land was to quite their own Peace, and equally with EZzg- 
land to undergo the hazard of the War, it was foung rea-

Tr hath been already cleered whar is not, and what is the

As hisbeitig in'Pugltyd 
rakes nor away the relation between him and his Subjedts 
of Scotland,lo it doth not infringethe muruall obligations 
and ſolemn enoagements berween the Kinodomes, for 
Joyar_ colinſe!ls in proſecurion of the War and ſertling 
of the peace : The Kings coming to the Scortiſh Army, 
being an emergency of our joynt warre, and the right Gif- 


poſalt of his Perſon, the onely meane ( for the p: eſert) | 


of our joynt ſecurity and peace. Meither can the Kings 
being in Eng/and , prejudge anv right or.priviledge of 
either Kingdome - Ttis the fundamental. right and pti- 
viledge of the Parliament of Scotland, and rheliberty of 
chat Kinodoinie( as wee acknowledge ir to bethe right and 
priviledge of the Kingdome of England ) that the perſon 
of their King ought not to be dil Dofed of , bur with their 
adviceand conſent. The place ofthe Kings reſidence (as 
was anſwered to us , when in the large Treaty it was de- 
ſired His Majeſty might ſometimes reſide ,in Scotland ) 
i5 at his own eleQion , in cither ofthe: Kinsdomes' as the 
-exigence of affairs ſhall requitc and he ſhallthink fr , Or 
elſe muſt be determined by the mutiall advice and con- 
ſent of both Kingdoms. From all which grounds it is 
apparent, that the Kingdom where hereſides forthe time, 
may doe no Act which may hinder His Majeſty to- per- 
formethe office and duety'ofa King , to. the Kingdom, 
from which heis abſent ja Perſon , Nor impede him to 
repai .rothar Kingdome , when the affairs thereof ſhall 
neceſſarily require it. Oftietwiſe: it the Kinedome where 
His Majeſtic reſides hath the fole intereſt and 1iphe ro oy 
C poſe 


poſe of His Perfon, the Eſtates of the Parliament of Scot- 
{and , might upon former occaſions and may now, in caſe 
the King and Prince ſhall repair to Scotland, lawfully de- 
tain them there, and make it the place of the ordinary re- 
fidence of them and their poſterity ,* without the conſent 
of the Kingdome of England : Which we acknowledge 
could not be done withouta manifeſt prejudice and injury 
tothis Kingdome. Wherefore we cannot but conclude 
that whereſoever the King be , in Scotland orEngland , he 
being the King of both, ought to be diſpoſed of for the 
good and with the conſent of both Kingdomes. Andif 
it be conſidered that the Scottiſh Army was invited and 
called into this Kingdome by both Houles in a Treaty-for 
proſecuting the ends of « ſolemne League and Covenant, 
whereof one ts to preſerveand defend His Majeſties Per- 
ſon, there can remaine no doubt concerning the exerciſe 
of that right and intereſt in.this Kingdome: And therefore 
it ſeems yery ſtrange , that when upon invitation they are 
come into England, as for other ends , Soto defend His 
 Majeſties Perſon, their being tn Z-gland thould be made 
uſe of, as an argument why they thould deliver up the 
Perſon of their -Kingto be diſpoſed of , as both Houfes 
ſhall think fit. Whereas it is alledged;that the Treaty ex- 
tends no furtherthen to the ordering and regulating of 
the Scottiſh Forces in relation to the warre :. Although 
this be really anſwered from the nature of the thing , the 
Kings coming tothe Scottiſh Army.beingan emergenc 
of the warre ,.and ſo the delivering of His Perſon com ; 
under the regulation and dire&ton of both Kingdomes of 
their Commirees , as an A of the Scottiſh Army; Yet 
that all. doubt may be removed , wee further adde, thar it 
is. cleere from the third Article of the Treaty, that the 
SCE Scortifh, 
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Scottiſh Army is to receive the DireQions of both King- 
doms.or of their Committees , inaall things which may 
concern the purſuance of the ends of the Covenant and 
Treaty, whether in relation to Peace or Warre. In the 
8th Article of the Treaty, no Ceſlation, Pacification, or 
reement for Peace whatſoever, is to be made by either 
Kingdom, orthe Army of cither Kingdom, without the 
advice and conſent of both Kingdoms. And inthe gth 
Article, all differences ariſing between the Subjects of 
therwo Nations areto be reſolved and determined by the 
mutuall advice and conſent of both Kingdoms.

unreduced )that it thay be conceived not only ſafe, but
